No Effort Will Be Made to Se* 


cure a New Trial by the 


Defendant. 


William Coffin was last night convict­ 
ed of forgery in the lirst degree by a 
jury of his peers in the district court. 
Tho jury returned the verdict at ll 
o’clock 
anil 
Judge 
Spooner, 
who 
was in 
waiting, summoned 
tho of­ 
ficers of the court and th e defendant 
and it was opened. 
The case of the state against Coffin 
was the most important on tho criminal 
calendar of the district court this terra. 
The trial commenced yesterday after­ 
noon and it went to tho jury at 9 o’clock 
last night. 
Attorney Ryan appeared for the de 
fondant and put up a game tight against 
strong odds. 
There has been a natural 
prejudice against this man and it would 
have been almost a miracle if he was 
acquitted. 
Ile has been tried three 
times on the same charge. 
He was 
tried twice at the December term of the 
district court, and in each instance 
there was a disagreement. 
In the first 
trial the jury stood 7 to 5 for acquittal 
and in tho second they stood ll to I for 
acquittal. 
The crime for which Coffin was con­ 
victed was committed about a year ago. 
He forged the name of J. A. Long to a 
check for $31.60 and went to the store 
of McCarthy 
Donahue where he se­ 
cured a quantity of clothing, taking tho 
balance in cash. 
He immediately left 
for his home at Litchfield where he was 
arrested by an officer and brought back 
to Brainerd. 
He has therefore been in 
jail here nearly a year. 
The defense put up by Attorney Ryan 
was insanity and he introduced some 
pretty good evidence to substantiate his 
theory, but it did not stick with the 
jury. 
Sentence will not be passed on Coffin 
for several days. 
He is a married man 
and has two children. 
They live in 
North Dakota. 
This morning the case of the state 
against Chaa Buckley, charged with as­ 
sault in the second degree was taken up 
and is still on trial. 
Buckley is the 
man who is charged with assaulting 
Julius Kreklau last F o u rth of July.

Alfred Lyttelton, secretary of state 
for the colonies, was put up to reply 
to the Liberal leader, hut the m em bers 
of the opposition shouted down 
his 
every attempt to speak, even after the 
prem ier had dem anded a hearing for 
the 
secretary. 
F inally the 
speaker, 
after he had exhausted every effort to 
quell the turbulence, put into force for 
the first tim e a new rule em pow ering 
him to adjourn the house in ca ses of 
grave disorder. 
T he m atter cam e nj) at the afternoon 
sitting when Prem ier Balfour, replying 
to questions on the subject, said he did 
not consider him self pledged to inac­ 
tion in regard to colonial preference 
except so far as 
preliminary action 
w a s 
concerned. 
H e reiterated 
that 
that the governm ent did not intend to 
deal with the fiscal question in the
